Handing Out Clubs 
At A Street Brawl 


The United States is going to deliver two 


squadrons of new, supersonic jet tactical fighters 
to Greece in 1965 and an unspecified number of 
the same aircraft to'Turkey, the Defense Depart- 
ment has announced. 


There may not be anything wrong with that, 


but in view of the gravely strained relations 
between the two countries over Cyprus, it seems 
a little like passing out clubs at a street brawl. 


This is part of Washington's military assist- 


ance program for allied nations, and it is pos- 
sible that the aircraft for the two countries 
simply were too far along in the pipeline to 
permit the valve being turned off now. 


It is also conceivable, though it seems 


unlikely, that this additional air strength for 
both countries might dispose them more to 
caution than to extension of the warlike threats 
they are making at present. 


But since, as a member of NATO, this 


country is committed to try to keep the peace 
among other members, and as both Turkey and 
Greece are members who are confronting one 
another daily with a belligerent stance, it would 
seem that for the U. S. to contribute weapons of 
war to them at this moment is a dubious kind 
of peace-keeping.

Double Standard Again 


It's time to talk about the double standard in social 


and political criticism again. 


I'm assuming, from what I've read in the papers, 


that Robert Welch, the founder of the John Birch 
Society, actually called Ike Eisenhower a part of the 
Communist conspiracy. Knowing that such a view of 
fke is completely indefensible, Barry Goldwater, long 
before he became the Republican nominee for President, 
told the Birchers that they had better get themselves 
a new leader. 


Goldwater's clear dissociation 
of himself 
from 


Robert Welch's views, however, has never 
gotten 


hrough to Ihe liberals. They are still insisting that 
he Republicans must repudiate the Birch Society as 
'extremists." 


Well, let us assume for the sake of argument 


that the Birchers must suffer for their association 
with a leader who has said a nasty thing about a 
beloved ex-President. No doubt there 5s a certain 
rough justice in attacking an organization that puts 
up with an officer who is intemperate in bis lan- 
guage. But, by the same token, the liberals should 
now be demanding that the Democratic Party 
disown the support of George Meany's AFL-CIO, 
the Reverend Martin Luther King's Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference, and the Arkansas 
political machine tha't keeps returning William J. 
Pullbright to the U. S. Senate. For George Meany, 
Martin Luther King and Senator Fulbright have all 
uttered libels in recent days on Goldwater and the 
Republicans that are absolutely identical in quality 
and spirit with Robert Welch's alleged condemna- 
tion of Ike Eisenhower. 


Meany, speaking to the lithographers and photo- 


engravers in New York City, said there was a "paral- 
lel" between the rise of Goldwater and that of Adolf 
Hitler—meaning that Goldwater was moving his coun- 
try and party toward Fascism. Martin Luther King, 
talking to Germans in Berlin, said he saw "danger 
signs of Hitlerism" In Goldwater' candidacy. 
And 


Senator Fulbright, in Washington, called Barry Gold- 
water's Republicanism "the closest thing in American 
politics to Russian Stalinism."1 


To put it conservatively, this is the dirtiest sort of 


political pool. If it is wrong for Robert Welch to imply 
that Eisenhower is a Communist, it is just as repre- 
hensible for Meany and Martin Luther King to insinuate 
that Goldwater is a Fascist. 


And it is even more reprehensible for Senator Ful- 


fright to liken Republicans of any hue to Stalinists, for 
Fulbright has had the benefit of a double-dome educa- 
tion and was once head of a college. 


To substantiate the charges of Fascism Meany 


and Martin Luther King should be asked to cite 
the instances where GoMwater has ever advocated 
such things as dictatorship, or a one-party state, or 
storm troopers, or concentration camps, or murder- 
ing Jews or half-Jews. And where can Fulbright 
find any Republicans who would be willing to hire 
a gangster to poleaxe Lyndon Johnson as the Stal- 
inists did to get rid of Leon Trotsky? If they lack 
proof that Goldwater have ever favored any Fascist 
or Stalinist methods or ends, Meany, Martin Luther 
King and Senator Fulbright should be declared by 
the liberals to be precisely on all-fours with Robert 
Welch of the John Birch Society. And, if followers 
are to be tarred by the behavior of their leaders, the 
Democratic Party should be called upon to cast the 
AFL-CIO, the Southern Christiaa Leadership Con- 
ference and Fnlbright's Arkansas machine into 
outer darkness along with the Ku Klux Klan. 


Of course, it might be said that Meany, Martin 


Lulner King and Senator Fulbright were only guiltv of 
campaign oratory. But if we are going to be lenient 
about political idiocies, the same benevolent dispensa- 
tion should be accorded to everybody, even a John 
Bircher. 


When it comes right down to it, it is whistling in 


the dark to expect liberals to repudiate their double 
standard of criticism. What our liberal society seems 
to have lost, probably irretrievably, is (he ability to 
make distinctions. If it is stupid for Robert Welch to 
think Eisenhower is a Communist, it is equally stupid 
for liberals to think that Khrushchev favors co-existence 
•s anything more than a tactic. Is it "co-existence" to 
spray a member of a foreign embassy staff in Moscow 
with mustard gas because he has discovered wiretap 
devices in his embassy building? Has any modern-day 
aberal asked the question?

ATHENS — There's a story of 


pathos and royal devotion behind 
the wedding of King Constantine 
of Greece and Princess

in 65 years in which a reigning 
monarch has taken the daughter 
of a king as his wife. 


And some of the public will look 


up at the stately Acropolis above 
Athens whore democracy 
was 


founded, and marvel at the man- 
ner in which the world's oldest 
democracy now bows before a 
king. 


Bui very few of the public will 


know what the 
father of this 


young king suffered to preserve 
that democracy and how his son 
helped him.

Since then, however, he has sound- 
ed more and more like an evan- 
gelist preaching to revival meet- 
ings sponsored by a small, far- 
out, but fervent religious sect. 


The attempt to- reassure wor- 


ried voters has been altogether 
abandoned. 
To be sure, the of- 


ficial speech writers have not re- 
vived the old, near-warlike Gold- 
water tone; but there have been 
ad libs by the candidate that re- 
mind you-of. the New Hampshire 
primary. 
In Seatle, for instance, 


Goldwater said: 


"Right here in Seattle, when we 


had a Defense Department, that 
was defense-minded, you turned 
out aircraft which shot down a 
lot of enemies; and you're going 
to do it again." 


The charges the senator makes 


have also been getting wilder and 
wilder—the strangest of all being 
the charge, also included in the 
Seattle speech, that 
President 


John Kennedy timed the October 
1962 missile crisis to influence 
that year's Congressional election. 
Much has been said about this 
charge already. 


Yet it is still worth noting the 


almost incredible fact that Sena- 
tor Goldwater was an active mem- 
ber of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, which carefully inves- 
tigated the work of the U. S. in- 
telligence community prior to the 
Cuban missile crisis. 


Although often a lax attender 


of committees, Goldwater partici- 
pated in these hearings. 
He ask- 


ed for a subcommittee 
report 


stressing "confidence" in our in- 
telligence surveillance of Cuba, 
and he concurred in the highly 
favorable report that was finally

issued. Yet a fairly young child 
ought to be able to see what the 
record clearly shows — that the 
timing of the missile crisis was 
entirely controlled by the incom- 
ing intelligence. 


But leave out the ad libs, the 


wild charges and the carefully 
indirect appeals to racial pre- 
judice. 
The Goldwater speeches 


then read like the more high-toned 
sort of revival meeting oratory, 
for they are abstract, 
fiossily 


moralistic and unmarked by more 
than the most fleeting mention of 
the great practical issues con- 
fronting the United States. 


They are like revival oratory in 


another way, too. Few but prac- 
ticing Holy Rollers go to Holy 
Roller revivals; and in the same 
way, most persons in the crowds 
that have cheered Goldwater are 
clearly members of the Goldwater 
sect of the Republican Party. 


The extreme right in this coun- 


try is now highly organized. The 
Birch Society's organization 
is 


even modeled on the Communist 
Party's system of secret cells. In 
any big city, therefore, there are 
plenty of workers to get out a 
reasonably good crowd to wel- 
come the senator at the airport 
and another crowd to cheer his 
formal speech.

CHANGING TIMES—Until com- 


paratively recently in American 
political history, the road to high 
national 
political 
o f f i c e 
led 


through the governorships of the 
states. It was generally thought 
that a man with a record in Con- 
gress, having had to vote on so 
many controversial 
issues, had 


alienated so many voter blocs 
that he would be a liability on a 
national ticket. 


Apparently all this has been 


changed, particularly for those 
who are interested in setting their 
sights on the vice presidency. 


Since 1940 nine vice presidential 


candidates of both major political 
parties have been selected from 
the Senate. Democratic senators 
nominated for vice president have 
included Harry S. Truman, Alben 
W. Barkley, John J. Sparkman, 
Estes Kefauver and Hubert H. 
Humphrey. 


Republicans have chosen Sens. 


Charles McNary, John W. Brick- 
er and Richard M. Nixon. In ad- 
dition, Henry Cabot Lodge, who 


was the GOP vice presidential 
nominee in 1960, had had prior 
service in the Senate, but was not 
in that body at the time he was 
nominated. He had been unseated 
by John F. Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts. 


CAMPAIGN SLOGANS — It's 


that time again. Campaign but- 
tons, slogans and car stickers are 
flowering all over the place. 


One that catches the eye is a 


button declaring "Re-elect Jack 
Valenti Veep'." Valenti is a close 
confidante, friend 
and aide to 


President 
Johnson and seems 


never to be far from the Presi- 
dent's elbow. 


Another reads: "Goldwaler ir, 


'64; Hot Water in '65; Bread and 
Water in '66." 


What is fast becoming the offi- 


cial slogan of the Democratic 
Party can be seen all over — on 
buttons, car stickers, and even 
stuck to the doors of properly de- 
voted congressmen and senators 
on Capitol Hill. It reads: "LBJ 
for the USA." 


Meanwhile, the opinion - testers 


are finding that the Republican 
nominee has actually been losing 
support since the active campaign 
opened. 
His base at the starting 


point, after San Francisco, was 
already strikingly narrow. 
But 


this century has seen nothing like 
the most recent result obtained 
by the inquiring Dr. Gallup, who 
has now found that 68 per cent 
of the electorate favor President 
Lyndon Johnson, while only 26 
per cent are ready to vote for 
Goldwater. 


Senator Goldwater says he does 


not believe the pollers. 
The poll- 


ers may be wrong at that, but 
if they really are wrong this time 
they are wrong by such a margin 
that they will have to go out of 
business for good. 
In any case, 


the 
Goldwater high 
command 


plainly believes the pollers enough 
to be made acutely apprehensive 
by them. 
Hence, wilder and 


wilder 
charges, 
stranger 
and 


stranger ad libs, more and more 
overt encouragement of the back- 
lash are all to be expected as the 
campaign continues. 


At this juncture, however, the 


main question appears to be what 
Senator Goldwater is going to do 
to his own party. In many states, 
tbe senator's supporters are act- 
ing as though they were less in- 
terested in electing their man 
than in getting a stranglehold on 
the party machinery, 
s t r o n g 


enough to survive a Goldwater 
defeat. 


The same holds true of the 


Republican National Committee. 
Here the bonus places, given to 
states carried by the Republican 
ticket, now seem likely to go, in 
the main, to Southern racists; 
and these bonus seats may con- 
ceivably assure a pro-GoIdwater 
majority strong enough to with- 
stand an.electoral disaster. 
Al- 


together, the Goldwater campaign 
and its consequences and side-

The 
walls of the aorta tend to degen- 
erate, leading to dissecting an- 
eurysm.

new king, then only 23 years old. 
He and his father had been great 
pals, and his mother confided 
that for weeks Constantine cried 
out in his sleep for his father. 


But Paul had trained Constan- 


tine 
carefully. Last 
June 
the 


young monarch told me how his 
father would seat him in the 
corner during court audiences to 
train him in the job of being a 
king. The training served him 
well. 


Last 
December, 
during 
the 


early stage of the Cyprus crisis, 
Constantine had to act as prince 
regent for his father. There were 
emergency meetings in the mid- 
dle of the night.

The king slopped and took (he 
man to a hospital despite the ad- 
vice of his aide that the incident 
would bring bad publicity. 


"1 don't care." replied Constan- 


tine. "It was one of my cars that 
hit him." 


So the king sat at the old man's 


bedside and made sure he was 
comfortable. 


Following the royal honeymoon, 


Constantine will get back to th« 
job of being a king. It's more 
complicated than just sitting on a 
golden throne. He will visit every 
one of Greece's 52 counties—on» 
county per day—to introduce his 
new queen. This will be part of 
the job of getting to know the 
country 
thoroughly while 
his 


country gets to know him. He will 
study the economic, agriculture, 
and cultural problems of every 
county. 


He will spend two months each 


year in Salonika, the thriving 
capital of Macedonia, and 
one 


month each year in Epirus in 
northwest Greece.

for the young man who has taken 
over the throne In the oldest de- 
mocracy in the world and who 
wants to keep that country demo- 
cratic.

TEL AVIV, Israel — Money is 


a dull subject, unless you have 
it. The young Lithuanian, David 
Kochav, sits over a $1.50 lunch 
and talks in millions. He is Di- 
rector of Economic Planning in 
Israel, and ^Economic Advisor to 
the Prime Minister. For dessert, 
he smoked one of my cigarettes. 


In a way, the future of Israel is 


in his hands. The country, just 
16 years old, stretches about 200 
miles north-to-south, and varies, 
east to west, to a narrow spot of 
eight miles. There are 2,400,000 
citizens here and they are sur- 
rounded by Arab nations which 
are pledged to drive them into the 
sea. 


Everything that Israel grows or 


manufactures comes to two bii- 
lion, five hundred million dollars 
per year. 
This is $480,000,000 


short of what Israel pays to for- 
eign countries. Next April, Ko- 
chav will start Israel on its first 
5-year-plan, which is really a 
drive to reduce the balance-of- 
payments deficit from $480,000,000 
to $300,000,000. 


There is a feeling, especially 


among American Jews, that they 
have done much to put Israel on 
its feet. 
They hold $522,000,000 


in Israeli bonds, but this govern- 
ment is paying them off as they 
fall due. Kochav points to the 
fact that a single annual budget 
for Israel comes to $!.200,000,000 
— Government and Development 
— and all the American bond 
holdings come to less than half 
of that. 


"Which 
would 
you 
rather 


have," I asked, "a gift of $10,000, 
or $10,000 invested in Israeli busi- 
ness?" Mr. Kochav has good 
smiling teeth. "The investment." 
he said, "every time. 
A gift, 


once received, is finished. 
The 


investment goes on." 


The country must be made 


strong quickly. For this it needs 
increased immigration 'there are 
more jobs than people), more 
non-Jewish tourists; more manu- 
facturing plants. 
The rate of 


growth is high, about ten percent 
economically per year, but it 
cannot afford to slide below that 
figure. 


"Who are your biggest foreign 


investors?" I said. Kochav seem- 
ed surprised that I did not know. 
"It is what we call the Miami 
group," he said. 
"Around 1953, 


a man named Samuel Friedland 
came here from Florida and built 
the Dan Hotel in Tel Aviv. He is 
head of some stores in America— 
you know something called the 
Food Fair?" I nodded. 
I also 


know Sam. 


"This was a time when no one 


wanted to invest money in Israel. 
We were weak. Friedland came 
In and built the Dan; then he 
and a Miami friend named Max 
Orovitz bought the King David 
Hotel in Jerusalem. They met 
Xavier Federmann who came 
here from Germany and lived in 
kibbutze* (communal farms) for 


a long time, and they formed a 
partnership." 


Later, they built the beautiful 


Dan Carmel Hotel on Mount Car- 
mel at Haifa, and the Accadia 
Grand at Herzliah. "But that i« 
not all," the Economics advisor 
said. 
"They now own oil de- 


velopment 
companies, 
cement 


and asbestos plants, banks, real 
estate — they have 37 businesa 
units which the government estU 
mates is worth about $100,000,. 
000." 


There 
are 
other, 
smaller. 


groups. 
Helena Rubenstein has 


a cosmetics plant outside of Naz- 
areth; the Alliance Tire Co. has 
a factory at Hadera; the Bliss 
Co. makes steel presses at Ne- 
tanya; Rogozin makes rayon at 
Ashdod. 
Hadassah built one of 


the most beautiful hospitals in the 
world, outside of Jerusalem, and 
gave it to Israel. 


Internally, Israel makes money 


in one direction, and loses in an- 
other. 
El Al Airlines earned a 


profit of $1,000,000 last year, and 
the Israel railroads lost $2,500,. 
000. 
The Zim steamship lines 


break even, and the copper mines 
drop $200,000. Tourism attracted 
218,000 yisitors, one-third of whom 
are Christians, and they spent 
$65,000,000 here. 
Most of the 


tourists come, not from America. 
but from Europe. 


The Jewish Agency, most po- 


tent force of all, spent $700,000,000 
bringing new citizens to Israel. 
Germany has paid $800,000.000 in 
reparations 
to 
Israel 
for 
thfc 


slaughter of Jews. This money 
is the color of blood. 


Israel is too busy to look back 


over its shoulder at the grim 
past. It leaves the breast-beating 
to others. An immigrant here is 
a citizen at once, and usually 
spends about five months on an 
intensive 
course 
of 
Hebrew, 


while working on a farm or in a 
factory. 
There are 60,000 immi- 


grants a year, and Israel need* 
more. 


The country is green with new 


trees, flecked with the snow- 
flakes of new concrete homes. I 
offered Kochav a cigarette. H« 
declined with thanks. "One must 
not acquire expensive habits. Af. 
ter lunch, one is enough."...
